years from a strong liberal arts college for women (until 
1947) to a University of demonstrated national stature. 

Characterized by phenomenal growth in new programs, 
record enrollments and constant ph. al expansion of the 
campus, the University’s tradition of excellence makes every 
classroom, every football game and every research project a 
testing ground for innovation and a proving-ground for 
time-honored theories of education. Moving rapidly into its 


designated role of leadership as a senior university in Flor- 
ida’s system of public higher education, the University is 
preparing to educate some 28,000 students by the end of 
1975. 


The current: fall enrollment of 1967 stands at nearly 
16,000 students; and by 1975, the expected 28,000 students 
will include 7,500 graduate students among their number as 
Florida State continues to expand the limits of “higher” 
learning to the levels demanded by the state's industrial, 
economic and population growth.

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DR. JOHN E. CHAMPION 


President, Florida State University 


One of the growing number of young 
university presidents in America, Dr. 
John BE. Champion, at 45, is the youngest 
of 10 chief executives inthe University’s 
10-year history and the fourth distin. 
guished educator to serve as full-time 
president of the University ‘since it 
achieved university status in 1947. 


Appointed to the presidency on June 
22, 1965, Dr, Champion has been asso- 
ciated with Florida State since 1956— 
serving first as a professor of accounting 
and assistant dean of the School of Busi- 
ness, and prior to the presidency, as the University's first vice prosi- 
dent for administration. 


The president's academic background includes bachelor’s (1942) and 
master’s (1949) degrees in business administration from the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, which honored him in 1966 with a Distinguished 
Alumnus Award from its Graduate School of Business Administration. 
He also holds the Ph.D. degree in business administration from the 
University of Michigan (1960), and professional memberships in the 
American Accounting Association and the American Institute of Ac- 
countants. He has been a Certified Publie Accountant since 1952. He 
is co-author of a principal textbook, Accounting in Business Deci- 
sions, with Dr, Homer A. Black, a fellow Florida State professor. 


Among the expanding list of honors accorded to Dr, Champion in 
his teaching and administrative careers at the University of Georgia 
(1948 to 1956) and at Florida State are memberships in Phi, Beta 
Kappa, Phi Kappa Phi, Beta Gamma Sigma, Omicron Delta Kappa, 
Gold Key, Alpha Phi Omega, Beta Alpha Psi, Delta Sigma Pi and 
Kappa Delta Pi, Active in numerous campus organizations ab Florida 
State, he served as president of the Alpha of Florida Chapter of Phi 
Beta Kappa in 1961-62. 


A recent honor to come his way are the Republic of Panama's 
award of tho Grand Cross of the Order of Vasco Nunez de Balboa— 
recognizing his contributions and leadership in Florida State’s student 
and ‘faculty exchange program with the National University of 
Panama, 

Dr, Champion was born in Chipley (now called Pine Mountain), Ga., 
on May 11, 1922, and was valedictorian of the 1939 graduating class 
of Chipley High School. Following graduation from the University of 
Georgia, he served in the U. §. Army infantry and as a quartermastor 
officer, receiving a special commendation for outstanding service per= 
formed with the South Pacifie Base Command. 


Married on June 4, 1955, Dr. and Mrs, Champion (the former Mary 
Lanier of West Point, Ga.) have two children—Sally Lanier, 11, and 
John K. Jn, 0. 


Active in civic organizations, President Champion is a deacon in the 
Faith Presbyterian Chureh in Tallahassee and a member of the 'alla- 
hassce Rotary Club, Tallahassee Chamber of Commerce and. the 
Tallahassee chapter of the Torch Glub—an international society de- 
voted to interchange of opinion and understanding among men of 
different professional groups. He has boon an active officer in several 
United Fund campaigns in Leon County and recently was elected to 
the Board of Directors of the Tallahassee Bank and Trust Co.

VAUGHN MANCHA 


Vaughn Mancha is in his eighth year 
as Director of Florida State’s broad In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Program. Since his 
appointment in 1959 to this important 
responsibility the athletic program has 
grown and prospered to the point of 
bringing Florida State’s athletics to Na- 
tional prominence, 


In his time the scholarship program, 
the sports schedule, as well as the facili- 
ties, have been greatly improved. 


One of Mancha’s chief concerns has 
been improvement of staff, program and facilites. In his tenure 
Campbell Stadium has grown from 15,000 to 40,500 capacity with a 
modern press box; an athletic field house and the latest project, fur- 
nishing Florida State with the installation of a modern lighted base- 
ball field which was completed this spring, Future attention is being 
given to a large coliseum for basketball. 


In his short tenure one of his chief goals was the upgrading of the 
scholarship program to match the other institutions in the country, 
as well as build a sports schedule with the best competition possible 
in the Southeast. 


Mancha’s ultimate goal is to provide the University Students, 
Alumni and Supporters with the strongest over-all athletic program 
in the country. 


Mancha graduated from the University of Alabama in 1948 where 
he received All-America football honors and played on three Crimson 
Tide Bow] teams. 


He first came to Florida State in 1952, and served as an assistant 
football coach for five years. After two years at Columbia University 
where he worked on his doctorate, and was an assistant coach, Mancha 
returned to Florida State as Athletic Director, 


Married to the former Sybil Little, of Birmingham, Alabama, Man- 
cha is the father of three children, Clare, Nan and Dit. 


HEAD FOOTBALL COACH 


BILL PETERSON 


Since he became Florida State’s fifth 
modern-day football coach in 1960, Bill 
Peterson has taken giant strides to lift 
the struggling independent university 
from the ranks of Southeastern football 
mediocrity. 


In 1964, playing with the first team 
recruited entirely by his staff, Peterson 
coached the Seminoles to an 8-1-1 record 
and a 36-19 vietory over Oklahoma in 
Jacksonville’s Gator Bowl. 


The 1964 team compiled the best record 
of any Florida State team since the Seminoles began playing a major 
college schedule in 1955, It also produced the Tribe's first vietory over 
cross-state rival Florida, and the school’s first consensus All-America, 
Fred Biletnikot, 


While building a strong foundation for Florida State’s gridiron fu- 
ture, Peterson has made the Seminoles one of the nation’s most excit- 
ing football teams, He believes in a pass-oviented, pro-type offense, 
combined with a hard-nosed gambling defense, and his Seminoles have 
ranked high in both categories, 


In 1966 Peterson directed an exciting sophomore and junior laden 
team to a 6-4 record and a shot ab Wyoming ai the Sun Bowl in El 
Paso, This club, led by quarterback Gary Pajeic and flanker Ron 
Sellers, equalled or broke many of the 196d elub’s records. 


In 1963 and again in 1964 Peterson was selected “Coach of the 
Week” by one of the nation’s leading wire services. He received the 
honor following Florida State’s 24-0 victory over Miami in the 1963 
opener, and again in ’64 when the Seminoles downed the then fifth- 
ranked Kentucky Wildcats. 


A native of Toronto, Ohio Peterson was an end and team captain at 
Ohio Northern University, graduating in 1946, 


He was offensive line coach at Louisiana State University under 
Paul Dietzel and is credited with the procurement and development of 
many of the players on LSU's 1968 national champions. 


The Seminole head coach has done graduate work at both West Vir- 
ginia and LSU, He is a member of the Methodist Church. 


He and his wife Marjorie have five sons: Ron, Tommy, Jon, Billy 
and David, 


BOB HARBISO 


Defensive Chief

THE SEMINOLE 


Florida State boasted an impressive aerial attack in 1966 and un- 
less something unforeseen happens, the Seminoles will travel primarily 
by air again this fall, 

‘The Seminoles have the same set of passers and receivers return- 
ing, including last season's sensational pitch and catch combination of 
quarterback Gary Pajeie and All-America flanker candidate Ron 
Sellers. 


Added to this talented twosome are such outstanding passers as 
quarterbacks Kim Hammond, Bill Cappleman and Phil Hiatt along 
with top-notch reciyers Thurston Taylor, Chip Glass, T. K, Wetherell, 
Billy Cox, Lane Fenner and Phil Abrai 

In 1966, the Seminoles averaged 246.7 yards per game in the air 
and 374.6 overall. Florida State was fourth in the nation passing and 
No. 6 in total offense. 

One of the prime reasons Pajeic and Hammond had such outstand- 
ing success last fall was the protection they received by the offensive 
line. ‘Therein lies a problem, 

The middle of Florida State’s offensive was lost by graduation. 
Gone are center John Stephens, guards Del Williams and Edwin Pope 
along with tackle Larry Kissam. Their replacements, pos blem, 
for Coach Bill Peterson, begining his eighth season as the Seminole 
football leader, 

Another troublesome spot is fullback, vacated when Jim Mankins 
graduated, 

Peterson moved a pair of talented performers from defense to 
offense before spring practice and they responded favorably. Larry 
Pendleton was switched from middle to offensive guard and Wayne 
McDuftie shuffled from defensive end to center, a position the Hawkins- 
ville, Ga., senior played as 2 sophomore. 

Ken Hart was a No. 2 offensive guard on last season’s Seminole 
Sun Bowl outfit and moves up a notch with ease, Battling for one of 
the offensive tackle spots are Wayne Johnson, one of the most im- 
proved linemen on the squad, and Billy Rhodes, a junior who saw 
considerable action last fall.
